Dr. G. I. Shaw, medical officer fn 
charge of Hongkong Prison, snid that 
he first examined Chan on June 17 
1937, and found that his condition 
was very poor. He was in hospital a 
month during 1938, for over a fort- 
night in January this year, and 
eventually ho entered hospital in 
Miy this year sufferlng from various 
ailrfents. Chan died on June 3 
through heart disense, chronic tuber- 
culosis and chronic eee He. did 
no hard labour. 


Without retiring the ane returned 
a verdict of death due to natural 
causes.

MEDERICK_JAMES COOK, once “tho best boy in Borstal,” cried in 
the dock at the Old Balfey recently when he was reminded of: his 
successful career at the Borstal Institution at Feltham, Middlesex, 


“They were the happlest duys of 
my lfe," he said. 


Cook, for his good conduct, was 
Presented with a rolled ‘gold watch 
by the governor when he left the 
reformatory three years ago. 


Recently he pleaded guilty to 
breaking into premises’ and stealing 
Property worth £215. He heard 
Judge Beazley say, “Although you 
did so well at Borstal, you must be 
punished.” He was -sentenced to 
fifteen months’ imprisonment, 


Cook’s mother, who had unsuccess- 
fully pleaded in court that he be 


given another chances, ‘described how |. 


her son came to be “the best boy in 
Borstal.” 


“The discipline did him good, He 


{seemed to lke It” she, sald: 


“When they sent him away from 
me, I thought I had seen the end 
of all that was best in him. You 
hear such tales . . . ‘about boys 
being mado Into hardened criminals 
In these places—but I was astonish- 
ed at the good that it did him. He 
Properly turned over a new ‘lenf, 
He pene hard and tried to make 
good,
